“GRAPE AND WINE. 


SHIPMENTS HEAVY 


Record Quantity Sent East 
As Total Ahead of 
1936 Sales 





Grape shipments and. wine ship- 
ments from the Cucamonga dis- 
trict during the year are the heav- 
jest ever made, it is.reported today 
by railway officials. 

‘Nearly 800 cars of wine have 
gone east so far in 1937 ‘and this 
figure does not include November's 
total, which -will bring the record 
close to 1000 cars. 

‘Grape shipments were 50 per 
cent heavier than:a year ago, ac- 
cording to R. F. Bowe, Santa Fe 
agent at Cucamonga. Total num- 
ber of cars sent ‘is 298, as com- 
pared with 194 shipped during 
19386. The market on the average 
was good, he said. 

These figures do not include 
the grape and wine shipments go- 
ing to Southern California points, 
but are those for eastern destina- 
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the ground, and being easily dis- 
mantied at the end of the frost 
season. 

Tests have shown, according to 
Mr. Ainslee, that hot air with a 
temperature of 100 degrees can be 
delivered through the pipes 100 
feet from the furnace. 

Cost of, installation is reported 
to be higher than the average cov- 
erage of orchard heaters. Opera- 
tion expense, however, is reported 
to be much less than the usual type 
of heaters. ; 

A new type of heater has been 
installed on the A. J. DeMeyere 
grove, which is located east of Euc- 
lid avenue and north of Twenty- 
fourth street. Hot air ip fan- 
ned over the grove. Heat is pro- 
duced in a furnace at the base: of 
the machine. Pipes take the hot 
air high-up over the frees. Fans 
at the mouth of the pipes spread 
the hot air over the grove, thus 
raising the freezing temperature

‘Crash Shows Shin Bone 


Piercing Fender of Car 





Perhaps Ralph - Craigmiles, 
California highway patrolman, 
who is suffering with a com- 
pound fracture’ of a leg, doesn't 
realize it, but one incident in his 
recent accident is amazing the 
most experienced police officers. 

A small piece of the shin bone 
was torn from Mr. Craigmiles’ 
left. ankle by the impact in the 
accident Nov. 10. ‘That piece of 
bone pierced through the heavy 
fender of the offending machine. 
The machine struck the officer 
with force enough to shatter the 
bone and send the little splinter 
through the fender. 

That section of the fender con- 
taining Mr. Craigmiles’ shin 
bone was exhibited recently at 
@ police officers’ school in Pas- 
adena by local policemen. 
Photographs were taken of the 
fender and the pictures, now at 
the police station here, are at- 
tracting wide attention. 
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Mr.. Craigmiles is at the San 
Antonio Community hospital, 
where. he will be confined in- 
definitely. 

In the meantime, driver of the 
machine which struck the of- 
ficer is facing three charges. 
Carla Costamagna, Etiwanda, is 
charged with hit and run, fail- 
ure: to give aid and failure to 
show his operator's license. 

In the crash; occurring on 
Foothill boulevard, the officer 
was knocked from his motor- 
cycle when ‘the left rear fender 
of the Costamagna ‘motor car 
struck him, Unconscious, Craig- 
miles was left flat on the heav- 
ily traveled highway until Cap- 
tain Frank Freeman arrived. 
The victim was rushed to the 
hospital. An hour later, Costa- 
magna’s machine was found 
near a garage in Etiwanda.

| Traffic Questions 
Hi Answered Here |: 


* *& 

Q—How many persons may ride 
on the front seat of an automo- 
bile? 

A—WNo specified number is giv- 
en in the vehicle code, which states 
that no person shall drive a vehi- 
cle when it is so loaded, or when 
there are in the front seat such 
number of persons as to obstruct 
the view of the driver to the front 
or sides of the vehicle or as to in- 
terfere with the driver’s control 
over the driving mechanism. 

Q—How far ahead and to the 
rear of a disabled vehicle should 
a sign, flare or lantern be placed 
on the highway? 

A—One hundred feet to the front 
and the same distance to the rear. 

Q—Whose duty is it to remove 
from highways broken glass, nails, 
tacks, hoops, wire, cans and: other 
such matters? + 

A—The person who drops or 
permits such things. to be drop- 
ped or thrown upon the highways 
is held responsible for their re- 
moval. 

Q—Is permission necessary to 
stop, drive or park a motor vehi- 
cle on the driveways or paths or 
any grounds of any public school, 
state university, state college, 
state, county or municipal institu- 
tion, exempted in all or part from 
taxation ? 

A—yYes; and the governing 
boards must erect such signs as 
will advise the public as to use 
of such paths, etc. 

Q—-Are lights required on. bi- 
cycles at night? 

A—yYes; and it must be visible 
300 feet te the front, and have a 
rear reflector capable of being seen 
at 200 fdéet at night when light rays 
strike such reflector. 

Q—What is the limit of candle 
power in headlight bulbs? 

A—tThe law specifies 32 candle 
power as being the limit. f 

Q—Are fender lights permitted 
on passenger cars? 

A—Yes. But not in substitu- 
tion of head lamps. ‘ 

Q—Is it true that a two axle 
truck may weigh, with its load, 
26,000 pounds? Is this a new 
privilege ? 

A—The law has been changed 
to permit this added weight of 
4000 pounds.

Dimming of Lights 
Means Slower Speed 


With the state law making it 
mandatory to dim your lights up- 
on the approach of an oncoming 
vehicle, slower speeds are neces- 
sary for safe night driving. 

Overdriving the lights of a car 
ig a common night accident cause 
even when headlights are operat- 
ed at full power, according to 
police. When the lights are dim- 
med the vision range is lessened 
and a corresponding reduction 
should be made in the speed of 
the car. 

At 45 miles per hour the aver- 
age driver should have good light 
on the road for at least 400 feet 
in front of him for safety. When 
traveling at this speed it should 
always be remembered that an 
object 320 feet away will be di- 
rectly in front of the car in ap- 
proximately five seconds.
